Kerdick, a promising lawyer iaf the 


south who was killed in the confederate ser- 
vice. On taking the plate from the top of the 
metalic co-Sin, through the glass the 'child 
was seen, with every feature just as perfect 
as the day it was put in the grave. In its 
hand was the little bouquet of flowers which, 
was put there upon its burial day, perfectly 
perservedi. Its cheeks were slightly more 
florid than when buried. The child was not 
buried until three days after death, and was 
then brought from Fayetteville for inter- 
ment—Portland (Oregon) Pplaris.^ 


The petrifaction of the human remrJzasSS 


not a very common occurrance, stiliStis a 
fact. The body of Wild Bill who wfes killed 
by Jack McCall at Deadwood, Black Hills, 
in 1876, were buried in the old cemetery at 
that place and two years afterward removed 
to new burial grounds further out of town. 
Upon removing the coffin lid his remains 
were found solidified, with features as per- 
fect as the day upon which the -funeral oe- 
cnred. 
Upon this discovery being made 


many residents of Deadwood, among the 
numfeer the writer, viewed the remains. At 
the time of Wild Bill's murder his avoirdu- 
pois was about 175 pounds, but at-the time of 
the removal of the remains they were cfeti- 
mated by those who assisted in the work at 
not less than 450 pounds. 
It required a 


dozen men to 'ifs the co^ln from its resting 
place. For a long time after the transfer 
was made a guard was kept over the new 
grave to prevent it from being robbed of ife^ 
petrified inhabitant.'
